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Some one has written some directions 
for treating lamps, and it so accords with 
the experience of another that we pre 
sent them herewith. To imsure good 
light, the burners ef petroleum lamps 
should be kept brizht. If they are al- 
lowed to becotue dull, the light is uneer- 
tain, and. owing te the absorption of heat 
by the darkened metal, smoke is the re- 
sult. Once a month place the burners ia 
a pan, covering them with cold water, to 
each quart ot which a tallespoonfal of 
washing soda should be added. and also 
a little oe Boi! slowly lor one or two 
hours, and at the end of this time peur 
off the bl. whened water imto the pan to 
cover the buruers, adding soap and soda 
in the same proportions as before.

The total areas draining directly to the 
ocean equal 44,211,000 square miles, of 
which 38,529,750 square miles have more 
than ten inches of annual rainfall, and 
discharge into the sea 6569 cubic miles of 
water each year. By these means rather 
more than 5,000,000,000 tons of solids are 
carried to the ocean annually. 


A wasit of one part of nitric acid inten 
parts of water will, it is said, impart a 
stain resem) ling mahogany to pine wood 
that does not contain much resin. When 
the woedis thoroughly dry shellac varnish 
will’ ‘mpart a fine finish to the suriace, 
A glaze of carmine or lake will produce a 
rosewood finish.

Proressor Thompson, in a recent lec- 
ture, informed his audience that the mag- 
netic pole is now near Boothia Felix, or 
more than 1,000 miles west of the geo- 
graphical pole. In 1657 the magnetic 
pole was due north, it having been east- 
ward before that year. Then it began to 
move westward until 1816, when the 
maximum was reached. This is now be- 
ing steadily diminished, and in 1976 it 
will again point due north. Professor 
Thompson says that the changes which 
will have been observed not only in the 
direction, but in the strength of the earth's 
magnetism, will show that the same causes 
which originally magnetized the earth are 
still at work.
